In the years when cotton lint was sold by farm ers at a low p rice, anil 
when cotton seed was little used and was more likely a waste and a nuisance, 
the cotton crop was outranked in value by corn, hay, and usually by wheat, 
H * 
** WHS commonly the fourth crop In order of value. 
By 1899 cotton 
had taken p recedence of the wheat crop , although the excep tional situation 
during tlie first two years of the p resent war gave wheat the higher p lace. 
Gradually the cotton crop , lint and seed, climbed over the great hay crop , 
and thus has cotton become In recent years second only to corn.- 
The corn crop o f the United States is by far the most valuable agricul­ 
tural p roduct. 
When the colonists at Jamestown and Plymouth were 
s a v e d 
from starvation by the corn p rovided by the Indians, this was a common In­ 
dian crop east o f the Great Plains, and its annual p roduction tit that time 
tins been estimated to have been p ossibly 
2,000.000 bushels. 
Corn at once became the mainstay of the agriculture of the whites, and 
e vidue of this crop , at farm p rices, according to the estimate of the 
dep artment of agriculture, reached the extraordinary total of 
$ 4,054.000,000 In 1917 for 3,150,000,000 bushels, the largest and most valuable 
crop or corn ever grown. 
The cotton crop is next below In value, with an 
estimated p roduction of 10.045>.(kH) bales of 500 p ounds gross weight* worth 
at the farm, $ 1.518,000,000. 
When $ 327,000,000 Is added for seed, the aggre­ 
gate value of the cotton crop of 1017, at farm p rices, becomes $ 1,845,000,000.

In all biscuits, muflins, cakes, p uddings 
and p ies. 
For years the best ginger­ 
breads and sp ice cakes have been made 
with nothing else. And there are many 
candies for which It is better than 
white. A delicious cake icing is made 
by boiling brown sugar to a sirup and

Moon’ s Influence on Plant 
Growth Wholly Negligible, 
Is Belief of Scientists 


The old belief that the moon has 
some sort of Influence on p lant growth 
still p ersists in some farming sec­ 
tions. 
Some fanners, it Is said, re­ 
fuse to p lant crop s or to kill hogs 
unless the moon ls In some p articular 
p osition. 
The Influence of the moon on the 
growth of crop s, or on other agricul­ 
tural op erations, has always been de­ 
nied by scientific men. 
The following 
brief statem ent by C. F. Marvin* chief 
of the United States weather bureau, 
p rinted .In the Rural New Yorker, 
shows what they think of the m atter: 
“It Is the general belief of scien­ 
tists th at the moon has no ap p reciable 
Influence on temp erature, rainfall, or 
any other weather element, or on 
p lant growth. 
"Plant growth dep ends up on tem ­ 
p erature, light, humidity and p lant 
food (both In the soil and in the air), 
and Its availability. 
Obviously the 
moon neither mellows the ground nor 
fertilizes it, neither does it alter the 
comp osition of the atm osp here; hence 
it affects neither the mechanical con­ 
dition of the soil nor the kind or 
quantity of available p lant food. 
“If the moon has any Influence on 
p lant growth, It would seem that it 
must exert this Influence through Its 
light. 
Exp eriment, however, 
shows 
that when a p lant is so shadowed that 
It gets only one one-hundredth of nor­ 
mal daylight, it grows but little bet­ 
ter than it does in absolute darkness. 
Full daylight is about 600,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight; hence 
onet one-hundredth of daylight, already 
too’ feeble to stim ulate ap p reciably 
p lant 
activity, 
is 
still 
0,000 times 
brighter than full moonlight. The con­ 
clusion is that, even in resp ect to 
light stimulus, the moon’s Influence 
on p lant growth ls wholly negligible."
